Then why have wo not prosperity 


and business and industrial progress? 
In a recent interview Edward Atkin- 
son, distinguished as an economist, 
formerly a free silver advocate, bat j 
now a goldite, maintains that the im-' 
provemeut of trade, which the "Iron 
Age" holds to be the logic of the situa- 
tion, and which all desire and seek for, 
depends largely on the value of the 
farmers to make expenditures. 
It has 


been demonstrated, he says, that uot 
less than one-baif of all who do the 
work of this conutr> are occupied in 
agriculture or in processes directly de- 
pendent thereon. From the elaborate 
work of L. G. Powers on the products 
of agriculture for a series of years, he 
cites the fact that the estimated value 
of the gram, potato, hay aud tobacco 
crops of the United States declined 
from 2,283,999,656 in 1891 to 1,525,- 
079,472 in 1895—a difference of about 
750,000,000. 
In reply to the question 


as to wheher he is not admitting the 
charge made by the free coinage men, 
to the effect that the prices of farm 
products have been unduly reduced, 
Mr. Atkinson asserts he is doing noth- 
ing of the kind, ami that "the cause of 
low prices has not been due to the 
demonetization of silver but to the 
monetization of too much silver of full 
legal tender, destroying the confidence 
of everyone in the power of the gov- 
ernment to keep the dollars at par in 
gold." This is on the theory that too 
much currency cuts prices. 
We will 


not argue that question, as it is pretty 
thoroughly understood. On one point 
Mr. Atkinson is undoubtedly sound, 
and that is that the treasury troubles 
have come not so much from dimin- 
ished revenue as from increased expen- 
ditures. He points to the fact, proving 
it by official figures, that had the ex- 
penditures been kept down to the ratio 
per capita at which they wjre estab- 
lished for twelve years preceding 1890, 
under three different administrations, 
Republican 
and 
Democratic, there 


would have been no deficiency at the 
present time, and that the revenue per 
capita under existing laws would pay 
ail the expenditures that were found to 
be necessary in that period. 
He says 


that the ratable increase of expenditure 
per capita, as compared to the previous 
period, has been more than three times 
the deficiency.—Pittsburg Post.
